Central Relief Association Preparing to 
Carry Its Work Where Most Needed. 
Appearances now indicate that by the co- 
operation of the Central Relief Association 
and the city authorities the problem of want 
among able-bodied single men is the way of 
satisfactory solution, At present for this 
class ample provision for comfortable lodg- 
ing and two meals per day has been made, 
The conditions imposed are three hours’ work. 
For the crippled, sick, and exhausted easier 
i re made. The ministration of 
agp em and needful medicines are provided. 
his work is carried on under im- 
mediate supervision of the association, and 
the cost of it paid out of the treasury. The 
form of work above referred ta has perhaps 
eccupied, proportionately, too much public 
attention. As a result, the deep-seated 
heart-breaking distress which prevails in 
many a hundred of the humble homes of this 
city has been crowded too much out of mind. 
Cases of appalling misery are daily coming 
to light, some by chance and some by sys- 
tematic search. The Central Relief Associa- 
tion askr that the pastors and aid societies of 
churches of every creed throughout this cit 
will forthwith band themselves together wit 
their neighboring churches and relief 
agencies and assume the care of certain spe- 
cified districts, and also that they work in con- 
junction with the Central Relief Association, 
No, 1015 Rookery Building.

FREE TRADE WILL STRIKE AT LABOR. 


Chicago Firms Unable to Bid as Low as | 
English Machinemakers. 


For the life of me I cannot find out Who 


itis in this country that will be benefited by 
free trade. Certainly not the laboring man 

or the farmer.“ So spoke Alexander Cun- 
ningham of Glasgow, Scotland, who is intro- 
ducing into this country a machine for 


separating and washing soft coal. He 
has succeeded recently in establish- 
ing four or five plants. While figuring 


with two or three Chicago firms for the manu- 
facture of such machinery as he uires Mr. 
Cunningham discovered that he could import 
it much cheaper than an American coneern 
could afford to supply him, and told them so. 

A large plaat is to be constructed at Mud 
Creek Colliery, in this State. A contract to 
build the machinery for it would be a fine 
thing for any shop in town to secure just at 
this season. but not one can get a contract at 
anything like terms in which there would be 
a profit. Fraser & Chalmers put in a bid of 
$13,500 for the job, and figured the margins 
extremely low. That the members of the 
firm were greatly surprised when Mr. Cum- 
mings told them he could import every- 
thing except the shafting and complete the 
plant at a cost not to exceed $10,800 may 
easily be imagined. 

Last night he made the state nent that a 
firm in Yorkshire, Eng., had offered to de- 
liver the apparatus to him at Liverpool for 
5½ cents a pound. With a 40 per cent 
duty and rates of transportation added,“ de- 
clared Mr. Cunningham, I can put the whole 
thing down at the mines at 79-10 centsa 
pound, whereas the lowest price here yet pro- 
posed is 10 cents a pound loaded on the cars 
I don’t think, however, 


that 1 will attempt to import. Desiring to 
find out where they stand and what 
they can do one of the Chicago 


firms has made a proposition, even at a pros- 
pective loss, to take the contract, and I have 
agreed to let them have it at eight cents a 
und. Competition with European manu- 
acturers depends entirely upon the price of 
labor. The solution of the question hinges 
entirely, in my opinion, upon that one item. 
At our works near Glasgow it costs us 1 8-10 
cents a ton to separate and wash the coal, 
while here I find it will cost about five cents a 
ton. There we pay our common laborers 75 
cents a day. but here they receive from $1.25 
to $1.50. There they live on porridge and 
coarse bread, here they eat meat and pie and 


cake.“

In a recent issue of one of our daily papers I saw 
an article from Mr. Harvey, President of the Chi- 
cago Aid Society, stating its financial condition 
and calling for donations of money to help pay 
its expenses. Please allow me to suggest through 
the columns of your papera way in which I 
think considerable money could be raised for the 
care of those for whom the society aims to provide. 
Let the Chicago Aid Society issue coupon 
books which wili contain N valued 
from 5 to 50 cents, which will redeemed at 
any one of the soup or lodging houses provided 
by this society at its face value in exchange for a 
meal or lodging. Each of these coupons should 
have printed on it its value, place where it wiil 
be redeemed, and for what. Authori repre- 
sentatives of the Chicago Aid Society should 
make an office to oflice or house to house canvass 
of this city and sell these books. 1 would sug- 
gest that the total redeemable value of the cou- 
pons in these books be $1. The virtue of it be- 
ing $1 is that many more could be sold. I am 
greatly mistaken if, with a thorough can- 
yass. not less than 5100,000 could, be 
secured by this means. These books would be a 
boon to the housewife who daily either gives a 
beggar entrance to the house an : or 
turns him away when she wishes to aid him if de- 
serving. but is afraid if given money he will 
spend it for drink. Again, if persons approach 
e holder of one of these books on the street ask- 
ing for alms, charity rightly applied could be 
given by contributions of coupons. In another 
way a great deal could and would be done very 
willingly by our citizens if authorized agents of 
the Chicago Aid Society would make a house to

LAWYER SHOT DEAD. 


JOHN d HULTZ KILLED ON THE 
STREETS OF SULLIVAN, IND. — 


Man Disguised in a Wig and Cloak Fires 
at the Atterney and Then Makes His 
Escape—Suspicions Aroused by a Quarrel 
the Dead Man Had Had with an Ex- 
Sheriff. Unknown Men Fire on a Michi- 
gan Central Passenger Train<—North- 
west News, 

Terre Hautes, Ind., Dec. 24.—[Spacial.]— 
Lawyer John C. Hultz of Sullivan. was shot 
dead on the street in that town this morning 
by a man who wore a wig and a mask. Nat- 
urally every one suspected ex-Sheriff Willis, 
who shot Hultz a few monthsago. Willis had 
been Hultz’s personal and political friend aud 
had done more than any one else to ‘secure 
his election as Prosecuting-Attorney, When 
Willis learned there was ground for the sus- 
picion that Hultz was paying Mrs. Willis too 
much attention he shot at him several 
times and two bullets entered Hultz's body. 
Hultz recovered and Willis brought suit 
against him for $25,000 damages, not with 
the hope of recovering anything but, as was 
said at the time, to crush the lawyer or drive . 
him out of town. It had the latter effect, but 
recently Hultz returned to Sullivan and an- 
nounced through the newspapers that he had 
come to stay. “The wig worn by the man who 
shot him this morning was found in a pond 
ona line between the place where the shots 
were fired and Willis’ home. Hultz was shot 
through the back. * 

The shooting was done with a shotgun and 
the charges in both barrels were emptied into 
Hultz’s back. The lawyer saw the man com- 
ing toward him and turned to retreat. Then 
the first shot was fired. Hultz turned into a 
stable and as he did so the second shot 
brought him down, he dying almost instantly. 
The assassin ran away and the stock off the 
gun, the wig, and face mask were found in 
the pond in the direction in which the man .

REPORT ON THE PRODUCTION OF GOLD 


Statistics Gathered by the Mint Directors 
That Are Timely and Interesting. 

Wasuineton, D. C., Dec. 24.—[Special.]— 
The forthcoming annual report of the Di- 
rector of the Mint on the production of gold 
and silver in the world will be of more than 
ordinary interest on account of the light it 
will throw on the question raised by the advo- 
cates of silver coinage during the recent extra 
session of Congress as to whether either 
metal alone exists in sufficient quantities 
to serve asa sole standard of value without 
causing a great disturbance in the level of 
prices. It was one of the favorite contentions 
of the silver men that the supply of gold was 
entirely inadequate to the maintenance of the 
standard of value and that there was no pros- 
weg of any substantial inerea e in the supply. 

he statistics gathered by the Director of 
the Mint as te the production of 
the precious metals are regarded as by far 
the most trustworthy complied by any author- 
ity in the world, as great care is taken to get 
the must exact figures attainable from every 
source of supply.. For this purpose the serv- 
ice ot the United States Ministers and Consuls 
in every part of the world are called into 
requisition to verify and forward the statistics 
of the various countries to which they are ac- 
credited. 
The statistics are made up for the calendar 
year, and consequently it will be some time 
before the report is issued or the exact figures 
can be given. A large number of preliminary 
statements and statistics cavering parts of the 
year has been received, however, and it is 
assertea on good authority that there has been 
10 10 considerable increase in the production 
of gold this year as compared with any recent 

ear. 
g Gold Output of 1892, 

The total production of gold in the world 
for the year of 1802 amounted to $130,817,- 
000. This was an ircrease of more than 
$10,000,000 over the produccion for 1891. 
The increase for this year will be still larger 
than for last by $2,000,000 or $3,000,000 
and possibly even more, so-that the total pro- 
duction of the yellow metal of the world will 
amount to $142,000,000 at the very 
lowest calculation. The United States con- 
tributed $33,000,000 toward making up the 
world’s supply last year, and this year the 
product of the mines of this country will 
amount to at least $36,000,000. The greatest 
increase in any one locality will be reported 
from the new gold fields of South Africa. 
The production of the fields during 1892 
amounted to $22,069,578, being an increase 
of about $8,000,000 over the year before. 
The increase this year will about as 
large, bringing the South African product 
for the year up to about $30,000,- 
000. There will be a slight increase 
in the production of the Australian mines, and 
Russia willalsoin all probability report a. 
slight increase. -The other gold producing 
countries will report about the same product 
as last year, with a possibility that some of 
the Central and South American countries 
will show increases, owing to the fact that 


the continued fall in the price of 
silver has caused more attention to 
be given to the mining of gold. 


If there were any indication that the increase 
in the annual production of gold was of a 
temporary nature, and that 1n the course of a 
year or two there would be a decrease in the 
production, there might be some reason to 
fear that the supply of gold might be found 
inadequate at some time in the future to form 
a standard of value for the growing commerce 
of the world. 


Expect an Annual Increase. 


There is, however, no reason to look for 
any such reduction, for all the reports seem 
to show that there will be an annual increase 
for some time to come, at any rate. The 
largest increases are leoked for in the South 
African fields, thé extent and richness of 
which are only just beginning to be thor- 
oughly understood and appreciated. 

In considering the question of the adequacy 
of the world’s gold supply to the necessities 
of a monetary standard some comparisons 
with the period before the discovery of. gold 
in California will be of interest. Prior to 
that time the entire annual production of 
both gold and silver in all the countries of the 
world since the beginning of the present 
century had 82 less than 542.000. 
000 per year. production of gold 
alone for the year just ending 
will amount to more than three times that 
amount, and it may well be questioned, tak - 
ing into consideration the enormous increase 
in the commercial power of money by the en- 
larged use of checks and drafts and the rapid 
transfer of credits by mail and telegraph, 
whether there is any necessity for the annual 
addition to the monetary standard of the 
world of more than three times as much an- 
nually as was added prior to 1849. It is 
urg2d, however, that a large percentage 
of the gold 232 today is used 
in the arts, t there is no reason 
to believe that the proportion is any larger 
than was the proportion of the gold and sil ver 
so used prior to 1849. The advocates of the 
adoption of gold as the standard of value the 
world over will not tind anything to diecour- 
age them in a comparison of the statistics of 
gold production for .this year with the statis- 
tics of former years.
